( uts 85 Per C ent of Digging C osts; 
Saves Work of Twenty Men

Paul Joust, an Arlington Heights 
farm er and grower of onion sets 
has perfected a machine for dig­ 
ging onion sets that enables him] 
to produce his crop a t 22c a bushel j 
where others who dej>end on hand 
labor have a cost of over 50c a 
bushel. 
Mr. Joost used the machine on j 
his own crop last year and this is] 
the first season that he has con­ 
tracted for onion digging for other, 
growers. “Any farm er,” states the' 
inventor, “ who plants over a hund­ 
red pounds of seed needs the ma- j 
chine.” 
Last Thursday, Mr. Joost dug j 
550 bushels with the aid of the ma-1 
chine and four men. Normally 25 
men would be necessary to do th at 
work in th at length of time. 
When asked how he happened to 
invent the machine, which he has 
patented, he replied, “I got tired 


paying out all of my 
onion set 
money for labor. The* machine has 
paid for itself in the money it has 
saved me on my farm the last two 
seasons.” 
Mr. Joost is naturally a mechanic 
and a t intervals when not w orking 
on his farm , 2 miles south of A r­ 
lington H eights, he has been em ­ 
ployed at the Bradley garage and 
machine shop. 
It was at th at shop 
where he built the machine. Since 
completing the job on his farm last 
Thursday, he has installed an im­ 
provement and is ready to contract 
jobs with other grow ers, of which 
he has now a num ber of jobs. 
One row of onions is handled a t 
a time. Two discs cut off the tops, 
a blade raises the onions out of the 
ground and a conveyor belt ele­ 
vates the crop to the hoppers where 
dirt is removed and the onion sets 
enter a bag.

Diphtheria immunization should 
also be done within the first year 
of life. This immunization consists 
ef injection just below the skin of 
a material known as toxoid. These I 
injections are three in number giv-j 
en one month apart. The pain isj 
negligible. There is little body re-, 
action though a slight fever may 
result. 
The discomfiture is small j 
when you realize the good result­ 
ing from these injections. Three to 
six months after the last “shot” a 
test known as the Schick test is 
dune to see whether the immuniza­ 
tion has “taken.” A small amount 
of harmless material is injected di­ 
rectly into the skin of the forearm. 
If the site of the injection turns red 
it signifies a lack of immunity, lf 
the sk.n remains unchanged, the 
immunity is complete. For adults 
in need of these injections against 
diphtheria five injections should be 
used instead of three. 
bor someone who has contracted 
diphtheria or someone who 
has 
b.*en in contact with an open case 
o f this disease—antitoxin, 
which 
produces a temporary immunity, 
should be given. No one should be 
without this immunization against 
diphtheria.
